Carter, Canon G. Emmett Bruce 
PSYCHOLOGY AND THE CROSS $3.00 


In this excellent work, the author himself sees "an attempt to weld a few 
links between human knowledge in the psychological field and divine knowledge in the 
;theological and mystical fields". He does not confuse psychology and theology, how- 
ever, and, having great respect for psychoanalysis, with the exception of its meta- 
physics, as well as for psychology, he also does not confuse these latter two. Leav- 
ing the unconscious, and mental disease, to the therapist, he takes his point of 
departure from where the unconscious and conscious meet in human psychology and 
shows the value for proper religious and moral education of the insights of modern 
psychology in connection with the development of a true self. At the same time he 
sees how paradoxically the virtue of humility understood properly in theology meets 
best the requirements of true self-assertion and adjustment spoken of in psychology. 
From many different points of view he shows convincingly that "true psychology with- 
out metaphysical bias or theological prejudice walks hand in hand with ascetical 
wisdom and the religious guidance of souls". In the final analysis, however, only 
revelation contains the true therapy for the human soul and its happiness. (February). 


Murphy, John F. Bruce 
THE VIRTUES ON PARADE © $2.75 


Brief talks on the principal theological and moral virtues are here pre- 
sented in accordance with the doctrine of St. Thomas Aquinas, but with a style and 
an application geared to modern men and their problems. The captions of each talk, 
which are generally of a pragmatic or humorous character, should not mislead one into 
thinking that the virtues of the Christian life are here being discussed in a cheap 
way that in effect subordinates religion and morality to practical aims. At the same 
time, this is not a profound treatise on the virtues, but a practical, direct, simple 
and clear series of talks, straight from the shoulder, and aimed at making the reader 
realize the difference between mediocrity and true Christian virtue on the one hand 
and the dangers of sinning by either defect or excess with regard to the several 
virtues on the other.

It contains 
his opinions and comments on his experiences and on the books and ideas he confronted in 
the period just after his conversion. It contains a good deal about the Baroness De Hueck 
and Friendship House in Harlem. It is interesting principally because it is "early Merton”, 
and not so much for its contents or style, although one cannot say that there are not some 
remarkable reactions recorded by Merton to the atmosphere and events of the period during 
which he was a young student and teacher.

Evil under Providence is seen in the light 

of the mystery of the sufferings and death of the God-Man, and the expectation and reli- 

gious acceptance of the cross by the faithful Christian is stressed as essential to 

Christian life and growth. The book reviews the essentials of the economy of salvation, 
stressing particularly the divinity and personality of Christ and insisting on the theme

In eight chapters, he successively develops such themes as the 
lay movement in the Church, the idea of the Catholic community, the dangers and chal- 
lenge of a technological society, the problem of freedom and authority, the Church 
and totalitarian society,. the question of conversion in the modern world, the reunion 
of non-Catholic Christians and the challenge of Judaism. In each instance, it is the 
true Christian theology involved in each problem, the sincerest Christian motivation 
in operation and a keen and informed intelligence related to the conditions of the 
concrete situation that. are applied to enlighten and move the reader in the direction 
of the proper attitudes and actions called for in the case of the several themes dis- 
cussed. The author is neither reactionary nor radical in his approach, but essen- 
tially conservative and progressive at the same time, with perhaps more emphasis on 
being progressive, as befits the situations he discusses.

The present work contains a 
series of essays on different topics, all related to the differences between the 
Catholic and Protestant concepts of faith and theology and to the knowledge and 
practice required on the Catholic and Protestant sides respectively for a fruitful 
dialogue to take place in America if the two groups are to understand each other and 
at least live together peaceably. Of particular interest are the essays describing 
the historical moment before 1918 and the present historical moment and its demands 
since 1918 and the article on Protestant theological positions today. The author's 
analyses are always comprehensive and balanced, abstractly accurate and concretely 
perceptive, with theology, history, psychology and Christian charity competently 
and sincerely blended into meaningful commentary and counsel relating to the diffi- 
cult area of Catholic-Protestant dialogue in America.

He sees, however, that these have come into being because so 
many people are longing for a renewal of confidence at a time when this is in short supply. 
Man's hope is meant to spring eternal in the human breast, and Dr. Edwards tells in words 
that are easily understood that life is ultimately significant because it rests upon nothing 
less than faith in God who demonstrated in Christ that love, and therefore life, is stronger 
than death.

THE POWER OF PRAYER ON. PLANTS 4, $3.95 


The Reverend Franklin Loehr, now director of research for the Religious Research 
Foundation, after a varied parish ministry, decided to put his earlier scientific training 
to religious use. Convinced that religion was selling itself short by not using the 
methods of science to gather facts to bolster its premises, Dr. Loehr now gives his time 
to performing and directing experiments that will add facts to faith. He turns his at- 
tention to the power of prayer on plants, saying that he and his co-workers have demons- 
trated the fact that seeds prayed for sprout better and grow faster than seeds ignored by 
prayers. It is even possible, he claims, to retard or kill off seeds by negative prayer, 
turning prayerinto a sort of destructive curse. Readers will have mixed reactions to the 
value of these experiments as proof of the power of prayer; some may even conclude that 
demons seem to be conjured up to do their dirty work against defenseless nature. The book 
is interesting reading, but on the whole seeming to miss the whole meaning of Christian 
prayer.

A Concise History 


* There are three basic questions which Dr. Hutchinson set out to answer in this 
attention-holding study of Christian history, (and which was finished by his friend and 
collaborator, Dr. Winfred Garrison, after his untimely death before the book was finished). 
Where did the Christian religion come from? How did it spread? Why has it taken so many 
forms? Of necessity, the story had to be confined to the high spots and the most memorable 
personalities and events in the long record, but here we find romance, drama and adventure 
in large measure, and the reader is quickly caught up in the ferment and movement of that 
part of the past which gives the deepest meaning to the present. By looking to the rock 
whence he has been hewn, under the skilled direction of these able guides, he is better able 
to understand the reason why Christianity and the Church have the power to survive as long 
as the world endures, and to see with Dr. Hutchinson and Dr. Garrison that, through the 


Christian Church, the grace of God can penetrate deeper, and with more saving power, than 
any psychoanalyst's probing. This is a book to be safely and enthusiasticalty recommended 
as a fair and fascinating introduction to the history of Christianity.

* Not many topflight theologians have mastered the art of making their professional 
theology available to the general public, and it is hard to share and profit from wisdom 
that cannot be understood and made available for living day by day. Our present author, 
Dr. Nels F. S. Ferre, Professor at the Andover-Newton Theological School, Newton Centre, 
Mass. has many profound and solid books on theology to his credit, among them The Christian 
Faith, Faith and Reason, The Christian Understanding of God, Christian Faith and Higher 
iducation, etc-, but this one distills the best from the rest and gives us a most valuable 
volume of theology which the average reader can take to heart because he can understand 
that it is related to his situation and his need. In reading this book about his faith a 
man may come to understand himself in a way he might not’ have dreamed to be possible. There 
are no popular cliches to be found here, no self-help methods, no inspirational examples of 
what others have been able to do. The book cannot be read without intellectual effort; but 
it does bring the understanding of the most important matters of life within reach of those 
who are willing to make the effort and take the time to read reflectively.

@ monumental volume. It is a collection of essays written by 25 of the best theolo- 
gians of our time in tribute to a great master whom they delight to honor, and to 
whom they owe so much. Here the reader will find such names as Erich Fromm, Karl 
Jaspers, Reinhold Niebuhr, Karl Barth, George Florovsky, Gabriel Marcel, Rudolph 
Bultmann, Emil Brunner, John Bennett, Charles Malik, and others of like stature. 

Dr. Leibrecht begins the "commemoration" with a masterful analysis and exposition 

of the Life and Mind of Paul Tillich which is itself almost worth the not inconsider- 
able cost of the book. The essays are grouped under seven topics: Religion and the 
Dilemmas of Contemporary Existence; Religion and Creativity; Religion and Language; 
Myth, Symbol and Belief; Religion and the Realms of Reason; Philosophy and Science; 
Religion and the Vocation of the Church; Religion and the Encounter of East and West; 
and Religion and World Order. This is rich fare, and does indeed honor the man who 
has fertilized so much theological thinking in the world in his generation. Students, 
and all men who take their religion seriously will spend many profitable hours with 
this book.

CRUSADE AT THE GOLDEN GATE $2.75 


Wherever Billy Graham conducts a Crusade, someone may always be counted on to 
tell the story of what happened. Usually these reports are not as unbiased and objective 
as one might wish, and it is hard to find the facts beneath the noisy and uncritical 
enthusiasm. This book, setting forth the account of what happened at San Francisco in 
the Spring and early Summer of 1958, though frankly and warmly in favor of Billy Graham 
and his Crusade, does not dodge the well-founded criticisms of many who feel that they 
cannot give their full support to this method of mass conversion on the grounds that it 
usually does not last.

Ten "case histories" of people whose 
lives seem to have been changed for the better are included, but they are inconclusive 
as proof of the success of the Crusade. Almost any minister could tell similar dramatic 
life stories from the files of his regular pastoral ministry. The book is worth reading, 
however, for it shows a Billy Graham growing in humility, and therefore in power.

THE MIDDLE AGE OF MRS. ELIOT | $4.95 


* If during the past ten years, it has been evident that Angus Wilson is 
one of the most interesting British post-war writers, this new novel which is sharply 
divergent in tone, softer in spirit, and more vulnerable in its appeal should make 
him far more approachable to a wider audience. The satiric sting, so prominent a 
feature of his earlier work, has been appreciably subdued, and except in the case of 
occasional characters, there are few instances of the trivia of decor and mannerism 
which singularize and pillory with such devastating accuracy. Not that he has wholly 
committed his sympathies to Mrs. Eliot (perhaps the one ambiguous aspect of the book) 
but rather to her situation- her bereavement. Here certainly there can be no question 
of his concern- and it is as a portrait of a woman, a woman of great charm but only 
superficial capabilities, with no anchorage, desolate, bewildered and above all un- 
related to the world, that his novel is meaningful and moving. When we first meet 
Meg Eliot, she has- at forty-three, acquired a most gracious stance:- as the wife 
of the high-living Bill who is protective and admiring; as a fashionable hostess in 
London; and as a patroness- she has her little charitable committee. Self-conscious, 
self-satisfied, she is also indulgently aware of her limitations. A trip -to Singa- 
pore with Bill is suddenly ended- when he is shot by a native student at the airport, 
and there is the immediate, dreadful sense. of abandonment- and guilt. Once back in 
England, to an additional reality- her very changed financial position- there is also 
the awkward constraint of those she had known superficially, part of the circumstances 
which no longer belong to her. Alternating between a cheap hotel, and periods as a 
guest of three friends who give her answers she cannot accept, she endures depressive 
periods- the "nights of melancholy and of macabre dreams"- before her breakdown, and 
the final recuperative period spent with her brother. There in the community of loss 
shared (his intimate friend has died) they achieve for the first time tranquility 
together- which renews Meg's courage to go on alone.... All in all it is an admirable 
book, with its capacious range of characters and depth of discernment. (LC:59-6869)

* The third in Durrell's tetralogy, set in Alexandria in the 1930's and 
already preceded by the fascinating Justine and Balthazar, this is the most ex- 
citing from the plot point of view (actually, the others Aad no plots). Mountolive 
is British Ambassador to Egypt and it is through his eyes and the eyes of various of 
his friends, both British and Egyptian, that we are shown the actual facts of the 
political and religious intrigue that has been motivating the Hosnani family - toward 
which Balthazar and the "author" of Justine have been groping. This novel stands 
well by itself as a good and exceptionally well written book, contrasting the elemental 
with the suave in a situation with international implications. It should be a much 
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easier book for the general public than the earlier ones, and much more popular (it's the 
Book-of-the-Month Club selection for April). In relation to the other two books, how- 
ever, it is far less dazzling in style; using a more naturalistic, conventional narrative 
form to relate the "facts" and "realities" of the case, it sacrifices the extraordinarily 
effective impressionistic technique; and in its final meaning, though essential to the 
tetralogy, it is more superficial- as facts often are. All of this is, I am sure, con- 
pletely intentional on Durrell's part and is a conscious step in his overall plan. As it 
uow stands, the work is an impressive, exacting and exciting study of the many faces of 
truth, with the varieties of love as a major secondary theme against which to test the

Behind a veil of fiction that reveals more than it hides, is the account of 
an assassination that, twenty years ago, created a mild stir through most of the world, 
and rocked radical circles. The murder of Trotsky, diagrammed by a man who was in con- 
tact with him during his Mexican exile, is in itself material for high melodrama. In 
this novel Bernard Wolfe uses it as a scheme for probing man's most complicated emotion- 
al gyrations, as an autopsy of revolutions and the spirit they breed. Rostov (Trotsky), 
the man who fought fire with fire, to be destroyed by the means he ruthlessly employed; 
Masson, his assassin, enslaved by his dependence on his mother, who, in his utter weak- 
ness became for a moment a powerful tool of the Stalinists; the mother, whose steely 
strength grew from her basic inadequacy as a woman; Emma, the dupe, whose violent sexual 
attachment to Masson made her the emissary of Rostov's death. Each one is a victim of 
an extremity which, cancer-like, destroys him. Despite the occasionally dense prose of 
this novel, a triple world unfolds--the world of ideas, of necessity, and of passion, 
each element starkly exposed by the unrelenting scrutiny of the author.

A first novel, this is written in a variety of styles - 
from the staccato to the rambling discursive - which lends more fascination than enlight- 
enment to the effort. To create a break in the humdrum of his life, George, who longs 
for "succulent complexity" and who considers himself a detached objective observer, pre- 
tends to two new identities assumed for the benefit of two girls - Cairo Joy, ordinary 
and conventional and Stephanie, almost disastrously neurotic. In his exploration of 
compartmentalized experience he considers that he has fallen in love with Stephanie. But 
he becomes engaged to Cairo Joy. When he discovers that with Stephanie he has a rival, 
he is forced, by the irony of his detachment which covers all possibilities, all motives, 
all conclusions, to kill him. He breaks into Eric's apartment and mistakenly kills Cairo 
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Joy's younger brother who was unwittingly enlisted in the snare. This dissection of 
characters existing only by virtue of their poses and perceived mannerisms is mocking 
and bitter in many ways and written with a certain verve and wit. Interesting but 
limited.

A translation from the German, this mirrors the Wehrmacht in the last five 
days of March, 1945, when operations on the Eastern Front delivered defeat in battle- 
a defeat that imposes on the men the knowledge of the uselessness and worthlessness 
of fighting in a bad cause. The annihilation of a battle group is followed through 
the events of the battle sequences which are alternated with flashbacks into the 
individual lives, projections into a possible future, had the men lived, and what 
really did happen to those who were not killed, and with communiques, scenes through- 
out the country, and peripheral incidents. From the General to the cadets, the task 
of following impossible orders, the lack of ammunition and the cumulative effect of 
despair and hopelessness have their sharpened impact and all are stalked by death which 
is sometimes cowardly or shameful, sometimes brave and always recognized as futile. 
This is forceful and in its shocking and probing style reveals the betrayal of a whole 
nation effectively.

This comes closer, perhaps, to The Bridal Journey in its mood and pace- in 
yet another colorful story of the frontier. The time is 1785; the area- a strip of 
land on the North bank of the Ohio above Louisville, an area which the military 
questioned as habitable, the Indian threat being what it still was and the treaties of 
doubtful validity; the caste of characters including the Jordan family from Virginia, 
with their servants and artisans- and the mountain poor whites, the Slovers, shiftless, 
amoral, but more accustomed to the wilderness ways and therefore tolerated. None 
seemed equipped or aware of the basic needs or attitudes, and winter found them facing 
starvation, their protections inadequate, their food stores raided by Indians, their 
communications cut off, and the inevitable closeness creating violent passions and new 
terrors. They had one neighbor, Caleb, more Indian than white, who knew the tricks of 
survival- but asked a price, Tracy, foster daughter of the Jordans, as wife. It was a 
strange mating- foredoomed to disaster. But when the end came, and Revel Hundred, as 
the settlement called itself, was to be uprooted, Caleb found an answer which Tracy 
recognized as the right one for her. A story such as this may have happened again and 
again on our slowly opening frontiers, and Van Every, while not endowed with any start- 
ling originality of characterization or plot, has an authentic touch and spins a good

The "Crisis Kids" they labelled themselves, these young people caught in the 
backwash of depression, lack of jobs, no market for their artistic- or would be artistic- 
aspirations. Gilbert has set his story in a slum area below Washington Square, a tene- 
ment owned by a soft-hearted, sentimental Jew who thinks he may harbor yet another Dreis- 
er or Millay - and who backs down after flailing his penniless tenants with harsh words, 
and gives them another chance. Pooled resources, bathtub gin, loose morals but a certain 
kind of fire and gallantry keep them going:- Dickwilford, who was working on a novel; 
Ellen O'Conlon who wrote unsaleable poetry; Peter Anstead-Princeton and Far Hills rebel, eo 
who wanted to write for Broadway; Stirnberg, whose paintings nobody understood; Cy Samuet 
son, studying to be a doctor - and Clair Chamblis, model, who wanted to be a decorator- 
but held herself severely aloof from what she considered the riffraff around her. Into 
this group came Gabe Marlo, student at law, who worked at anything to earn his way. It 
is his story- and the story of the others as they pulled out of the mire; it is his seem- 
ingly undying love for Clair- and its rude awakening. It is a tragedy of people caught 
in the trammels of uncertain standards, unwilling to accept and forgive beyond certain 
points, but rising to heights when the real challenge comes. It is a story of our times, 
much of it unpalatable, sordid - but Gilbert has something worth saying.

Shipboard acquaintance of 
Martin and the girl seems about to ripen into true love when a letter changes all. Martin 
must disembark, cut all other links and rejoin the man who has been his mentor- perhaps % 
his evil genius. So Mrs. P. decides to go ashore and see what she can do about it. Martin 
disappears, but the others find themselves caught in the trammels of something they cannot 
identify- suspicion, secrecy, half truths. As the story unravels - and bits fall into 
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place- one is left with a half told tale; with a romance remeshed; and with*Mrs. P.- 
having had her own way- alone with the street gamin who has trailed her, with her 
knowledge that the tricky heart which has plagued her is going to write finis- and 
with a surprise twist which even she, in her wisdom, did not expect. The manner is

..-. is one of the five best high schools in the (unnamed) state and this 
revolves around three levels of its life - that of the faculty, the students, and 
sometimes their parents, and the picture is tarnished with sex, with exploitation 
of the athletes and the teams, and with the foul-up of teaching salaries versus good 
teachers. A complication of events involves new instructor Hendry who finds his 
field in coaching; the hood Griff whose growing dementia results in a murder and his 
own death; the big boys, Buck and Jim, whose football and basketball prowess is re- 
flected in their success with girls; and the families who are either a help or a 
hindrance to the boys and girls so quickly maturing.

The interpretations, the amplifications 
will make the book unacceptable to practising Catholics, but most Protestants will find it 
once again of absorbing interest.

Joseph Borken, a geologist for an oil company, returns on business to Sicily 
and the girl he had loved when he was stationed in Palermo during the war. Hiring her 
father, a professional guide, to conduct him over Mount Etna on his search for ore that 
will indicate the presence of minerals necessary for atomic weapons, Joseph is dismayed 
when Eduardo, her fiance, accompanies them as a porter. Joseph locates the ore, but 
Sicily gives him something more important than this discovery that will reinstate him in 
the good graces of his employers--he finds Franca loves him, and in participating in the 
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peasants overthrow of a fascistic landowner, he comes to the realization that there 
are better ways of life than that of an organization man and that as a scientist he 
prefers to work for peace rather than war. Several recent novels have dealt with 
one or both of these two themes, but although this book does not have great intel- 
lectual depth it does provide a more interesting setting than most of its predeces- 
sors. Unfortunately, for a novel that deals with love, jealousy, violence and hate 
the emotional content is presented in an inhibited, dry manner that robs the novel 
of the full-blooded character one would expect of a book about Sicily and its 
natives.

Because of the first Battle of Bull 
Run the affair was largely overlooked at the time in the East and since then has been 
surprisingly neglected by Western historians. The trouble came because four young 
Indians without cause killed five whites and then announced that the whites had started 
war on the Sioux; at once the Sioux, already discontented because of white encroach- 
ments, started further killings which spread like fire through remote farms and settled 
villages. Responsible chiefs tried to stop the bloodshed and failed; more than 800 & 
whites, largely European emigrant settlers, were butchered with incredible ferocity. 
White troops under an incompetent general, Sibley, finally ended the uprising, capturing 

“ hundreds of Indians who were sentenced to death; in the end 38 were hanged, many of them 
innocent. Carefully documented but too heavily loaded with tales of atrocities for 
pleasant reading, this volume fills a gap in the annals of the West and should find a 
place in public and historical libraries, but many addicts of history will be sickened 
by its detailed accounts of tortures.

An admiring presentation of Havelock Ellis is drawn not only from an 
extensive familiarity with his works but also from Collis' own friendship with him, 
although the personal aspects of his life, while given, are subdued and it is his 
lasting, liberating influence which is stressed. A philosopher who found that the 
beautiful is the necessary synthesis of the true and the good, who reconciled the 
real world and the ideal world, Ellis, while not an original thinker, was an ori- 
ginator- certainly in that his "titanic task"- the seven volume Psychology of Sex 
eliminated the self-conscious restraints of earlier eras. After an unremarkable 
childhood and a conventional schooling, Ellis went off alone to Sydney- and there 
in his 18th and 19th years was privy to the mystic experience, harmonizing the 
intellectual and the spiritual, which was both formative and decisive. His long 
friendship with Olive Schreiner; his devoted if divergent marriage with Edith Lees; 
his many, many works, all contributing to the great oeuvre; his travels; his 
interests- provide the composite portrait of that "fluid, libertarian, adventurous, 
versatile spirit" on the occasion of the centenary of his birth. Today's easy 
acceptance of what H.E. achieved may perhaps have dimmed his appeal for the general 
reader; Mr. Collis' study is staunch and zealous and may offset a diminution of 
interest in the man.

A Report on Americans in Micronesia, 1946-1958 


Robert Trumbull is a sound reporter, observant, honest, deeply concerned 
and dependably thorough in assembling his facts. Some of his earlier books have 
indicated a creative quality in his reporting. It is that quality this new book 
lacks. The facts are here, in orderly assemblage. Micronesia became familiar to 
those who were adults during World War II as the bloodiest of battlegrounds,- Yap, 
Saipan, Truk, etc. Its further value to the United States, trustee under the UN, 
was demonstrated in its somewhat ruthless use for hydrogen bomb testing. Just what 
the psychological effect of that will be over the years is hard to say; probably 
greater than the physical effect, though the two together add up to an almost in- 
surmountable hurdle between the people of Micronesia and their present administra- 
tors.... Trumbull has visited wide reaches of the islands and the atolls; he does 
not hesitate to chart the pros and cons of the administration. We have fallen down 
badly on transportation- inter-island as well as roads; rural slums have thrived 
right under our eyes; housing is nowhere satisfactory, as to quality or quantity; 
means of livelihood may eventually grow out of what we are doing- but meantime the 
comparison with the Jap administration seems to be unfavorable to us- they were 
closer to the understanding and needs of a people. New ways in health and education 
are the two big pluses; agriculture is tending to the plus side, but the results 
are still largely in the future. Trumbull tries to strengthen the hand of the 
Americans in his report; but one feels his heart is not in it. His story lacks the 
drama, the fundamental integrity, the excitement that- inevitable in comparison-

Caulfield, Max Norton a 
TOMORROW NEVER CAME $3.95 


This is the sternly factual account of the first sea-casualty of World War II, 
the torpedoing by German submarine of the Donaldson Line passenger ship Athenia off the 
Irish coast at 7:39 p.m. on Sept. 3, the day England declared war on Germany. Carrying 
1102 passengers, most of them women and children, Athenia, bound for Canada from Glasgow, 
Liverpool and Belfast, left Belfast two days before the declaration of war, but for a 
week German submarines, awaiting its certain arrival, had been patroling Atlantic ship- 
lanes under orders to sink no passenger liners and no merchant ships without warning. 
However, when Oberleutnant Lemp of U-30 sighted 4thenia about sundown he at once launched 
a torpedo at her; he may also have shelled her. The torpedo struck Athenia in a vital 
spot, killing and injuring many of the passengers and crew, but there was no panic, 
thanks to boat-drills, and the ship was quickly cleared, the survivors, stunned and 
shivering, waiting in lifeboats for rescue; in all 112 were killed, of whom 93 were pas- 
sengers and 85 women or children. Refusing to accept blame for the disaster Germany 
blamed it on the British themselves; not until the Nurmberg trials was the truth revealed. 
Carefully documented but over-heavy with accounts of survivors, this book fails to meet 
the standards of 4 Night to Remember, but it should appeal to armchair addicts of sea- 
disaster and to some lending-library readers, and will be of documentary value to war and 
naval libraries as well as to historical collections of World War II. Illustrated.

Frou cartwheel to cybernetics - from the tinkerings and inspirations of Archi- 
medes to the wizards of the transistor and solar energy-spreads the history of technolo- 
gical advances. Here, laced together in a credible semblance of narrative, are the sig- 
nificant dates, names, sites, theories, problems, hunches, experiments, replete with enough 
biographic information to make it all human and affecting. The author has concentrated upon 
the various forms of power, communication, transport, scanting the better mousetrap type 
of inventor and in general the commodity-minded patent seekers. This loss is incidental 
- but a serious loss lies in the failure to pinpoint the meaning and spirit of invention 
itself. Why-after all- are men bidden to improve and improvise, to control and search out 
the secrets of nature? What special faculties do such men possess? How do they effect 
and reflect the social pattern of which they are part? If abundant facts, with their con- 
nections and continuities ably worked out, are the purpose of this work, they seem to 
have gone almost too far, leaving no room for and indeed obscuring deeper, subtler consi- 
derations of what invention and the inventor signify.

These memoirs of the celebrated British historian G. P. Gooch make for an 
incomparable review of British political life through six reigns--Victoria to Elizabeth 
II. Now in his eighty-sixth year, Dr. Gooch looks back on the great British soldiers, 
statesmen and intellectual leaders he has known--and he has known all the greatest. His & 
portraits of them are shrewd, lively and full of the warmth, vitality and good feeling 
that mark both his own personality and his writing style. But Under Six Reigns is more 
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than a name-dropper's compendium; it is a detailed and invaluably informative 
account of Britain's political role in the 20th Century--both at home and in the 
center of world affairs. To develop our understanding of Britain's complex in- 
volvements, Dr. Gooch employs his first-hand knowledge (for many years he was a 
Liberal MP), his impressive gifts as an historian, and his brilliant insight and 
erudition. The result is a book that is unique as a personalized history book 
covering over sixty years of crucial British history, told in a very human, quietly 
engaging, always readable style. With all its value and low-pressure charm, how- 
ever, it's definitely for a very limited audience, and consequently for only very 
large libraries.

The English music critic, who was not a close friend of Ethel Smyth's 
during her lifetime, was appointed literary executor at her death in 1944, and along 
with the voluminous correspondence left in his care, there were the six completed 
autobiographical works on which to base this biography. A fearless, and rather 
formidable, woman, a composer of some reputation, a writer secondarily, a militant 
suffragette, Ethel Smyth's long and very full life has several points of interest: 
the figures she knew in the world of music, from Brahms and Tchaikovsky to Bruno 
Walter and Beecham; her one extended love affair with a married man (also her col- 
laborator) whom she later- when he was free- refused to marry; her many friendships 
with some passionate attractions to women, all of which perhaps diverted her from 
her "Big Purpose" and accomplishing more as a creative composer... Parts of her 
correspondence (particularly in the later years with Virginia Woolf) are included; 
there are personal postludes by V. Sackville-West and Edward Sackville-West; and. 
the complete picture which emerges is one of an admirable rather than likable woman.

This is the second volume in the series, "Ancient Cities and Temples”. 
The first was Jerusalem. Babylon has much more historical reality as the archeo- 
logical discoveries of the last decade have revealed remains of her ancient glory, 
and documents have given credence to the rumored brilliance of her sociological 
development. Babylon retained its importance for almost twelve centuries; military 
success was not all; the impact of her culture, the high development of her religious 
beliefs, her trade, her code of law, her methods of transportation and communication, 
her crafts- all have taken on significance with the findings of Mesopotamian archeo- 
logy. This book is an attempt to recreate Babylonia, on the groundwork of the 
Sumerian culture, on what is know of her great rulers.

This 
book, while not designed to create a successful short story writer out of a completely hope- 
less pretender, does get right down to the main things editors find to criticise in the 
material submitted. Presentation - this would seem obvious, but experience knows it needs 
to be said again and again; here are the fine points of "sales etiquette and typographical 
sense". Definition of what constitutes a "short story"; Plot; Theme; Characterization; 
Dialogue; Treatment of material - these are the main threads of argument and development. 

He has handled them all with actual statements made to writers by editors. And he winds 

up with a self-check guide, summarizing the points in the body of his text. The analysis 

of a beginner's manuscript may seem over-simplified to stress every point, but perhaps will 
drive home the pitfalls, the weaknesses, the inadequacies that differentiate the professional 
from the amateur.

It is a different sort of gardening book, too, for Miss Matson, who is 
better known in the gourmet field than the garden field, writes as a suburbanite, 
with sharp limitations on space, and a yen to grow things that tickle the palate, 
rather than following routine lines. But she recognizes divergences of taste and 
interest and is most unorthodox in her somewhat casual ignoring of the modern cults 
of organic gardening and mulching; she uses her small space not only for much more 
compact planting than generally accepted, but she has successive plantings to ensure 
continuous production from every square foot. This is a practical book, with very 
personal hints on depth of planting, cultivation, watering, pest and disease control, 
when to pick, and how to extend the growing season by growing herbs and lettuce 
under incandescent light, in winter. The aspect of the book that fills a real need 
is in the encouraging how-to for the small home owner, and in the advice to learn how 
to depart from the routine procedures. The final section has some 50 succulent 
vegetable dishes, which virtually demand one's own vegetables. Bibliography. Index.

Scott, Robert Lee, Jr. Doubleday 
FLYING TIGER: Chennault of China $3.95 


This is the story of the Flying Tigers and of their leader who was a 
legend in his own time, General Clair Lee Chennault. Born in Texas in 1890 of a 
Huguenot family, Chennault attended military school, got his wings just as World War 
I was ending. He remained in the service in order to perfect methods of aerial 
warfare for fighter planes but constantly blocked by the brass he retired at 47. He 
had, however, created a reputation for himself and Chiang Kai-shek asked him to come 
to China as civilian adviser for air training. In 1937, when Chennault arrived, the 
pilots in the Chinese Air Force were a conglomeration of international adventurers 
and drunkards. By 1941, when the U.S. had persuaded Britain to reopen the Burma 
Road, Chennault had created the First American Volunteer Group as a unit of the 
Chinese Air Force, composed of 100 pilots enlisted from the services. After the U.S. 
got into the war the AVG was inducted back into the service, called the China Air 
Task Force, and were the first official U.S. Air Force to defend the southern and 
eastern approaches to China. The author, who was a colonel in the air force, was 
flying supplies from India to the Tigers, got himself assigned to Chennault and when 
Chennault was made a general, Scott took over the command of the Flying Tigers. With 
great loyalty to Chennault Scott reviews the animosity and debilitating rivalry be- 
tween his idol and the infantry soldier, General Stilwell. It was insisted by 
Chennault and seconded here by Scott, supported by others, that Stilwell had absolutely 
no conception of aerial warfare or of the internal problems of China. Although Stilwell 
was recalled by President Roosevelt, giving at least tacit recognition to Chennault's 
position, by 1945 Chennault himself was removed from the East. After the war he 
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returned to China to organize a freight airline which served as an airlift during the 

Korean war and the Dienbienphu crisis. During the summer of 1958 Chennault died of 

cancer, was buried in Arlington National Cemetery with military honors. If the author's € 
telling is not quite up to the events the story itself remains significant and engros-

SURF FISHING $3-75 


To read this book for fun and profit, you have to be first, a dedicated and 
informed fisherman; second, a hopeful in the fine art of surf fishing. This will make 
no converts; but it should teach beginners how to analyze local waters and bait condi- 
tions; how to decide on the right method- whether top or bottom fishing; how to secure 
the proper equipment and to make the most of it; whether to cast a baited hook or an 
artificial lure- and how; how to fight and beach the fish. He starts his book with the 
potential victims:- striped bass, bluefish, weakfish, channel bass, pollack, blackfish 
and fluke. The what, when, where of each. He goes on to the tackle - and only the old 
pro would appreciate the intricacies involved here; and finally he gets to the actual 
art itself, with all its shades. It is a book for the fisherman who wants to do it 
himself; not for reading before a winter fire. The final section deals with beach camping 
and beach driving- and the geographic areas where surf fishing is at its best. Illustrated.

Langston Hughes, who has been a foremost spokesman for his race for over three 
decades, needs no introduction to the American public. This new volume is a collection 
of what he considers his best poems from earlier works- along with a few additional, 
newly printed poems. The poetry comes from The Weary Blues, Fine Clothes to the Jew, 
Shakespeare in Harlem, Fields of Wonder, One Way Ticket, Montage of a Dream Deferred, and 
from the privately printed Dear Lovely Death. Hughes' gifts as‘a spontaneous poet, shaped 
by the pathos and humor and colorfulness of his people, are too well accepted to need 
comment. What he lacks in craft, is equated by sincerity; if he is not a great poet, he 
hardly seems to claim to be one. Yet he has flashes now and then of real insignt, and he 
communicates a tenderness that has a wide audience appeal.

THE HARMLESS PEOPLE $4.75 


* From her association with the Bushmen of South Africa through three field 
sojourns in 1951, 1952-53, and 1955 accompanied by her parents and brother with anthro- 
pological studies and films in view, Elizabeth Thomas has derived a fascinating and ex- 
cellent exposition of Bushman life. These people, she notes, are one of the most pri- 
mitive in the world. Then without a flutter she goes on to describe the skills that have 
enabled them to exist on the veld, dry nine months of every year, of their daily expedi- 
tions -- the men to hunt, the women to uproot promising vegetables (truffles are among 
the yield of the desert:!), of their timidity in face of the Bantus and European farmers 
who cannot force them to work but to whom the Bushmen fear to say no, of their mood songs 
improvised to express thoughts of an important moment, of their medicine dancing, their 
marital arrangements, their language and names. This knowledge is not imparted in the 
detached formal manner of the ever-conscious specialist, though it can stand surely as an 
anthropological study of merit. The author has the ability to participate without coloring 
events, to observe without obtruding. We learn of the Bushmen as of unusual friends -- it 
is Gai who plays many parts besides that of guide, as the dancing healer, as the pre- 
occupied hunter whose constant concern for food extends from mice to mambas; it is Toma 
who reveals the relation of the Bushmen and the farmers and whose genealogy is offered here; 
it is Short Kwi whose crippling so forcibly impresses a vehicle-cultured reader with the 
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need for self-reliance and health in the running hunter's life. There are no 
artificial barriers here; there's a poetic sense of form and a clearcut prose. This 
with the understanding of mind and heart widens horizons. (LC:59-5437)

Link, Marion Clayton Rinehart 
SEA DIVER: A Quest for History Under the Sea $4.50 


Adventure and lore garnished from some five years of underwater exploring 
takes the reader with the Links on a number of history-incited searches. Mendel 
Peterson of the Smithsonian first interested them in marine archaeology, which has 
led them from the Straits of Florida as far afloat as the treacherous reefs of the 
Turk Islands. Aside from her description of boats prepared to serve in the cause, 
of cables and metal detectors, of submerged swims, Mrs. Link paints an absorbing 
watercolor of historic wrecks such as the Silver fleet of 1733, a flotilla carrying 
the hopes of the new world back to Spain, struck by hurricane with fifteen ships 
lost. A treasure ship, the one which made Captain Phips' fame and fortune, lured 
them to Silver Shoals, but a blasted reef did not disclose the 18th Century wreck. 
Most important to them, and so most detailed, is the search for the Santa Maria, 
using Columbus' journal as a guide. The search yielded two ancient anchors that | 
might well have been from the ship. The Links undertook too the itinerary of 
Columbus in the Caribbean...and found evidence for their theory that there is an 
island missing on the present route. At times on the surface of operations, this 
dives also into the deeper intrigue of history as sought and substantiated by under- 
the-sea search.

MY FIRST SEVENTY YEARS $3.50 


Poet and educator, Sister Madeleva has been, for the past twenty-five years, 
president of St. Mary's College in Notre Dame. Her biography, she assures us, is not 
@ story of a nun on her frie-dieu. Written with simple grace, quiet dignity and 
deceptively easy discernment this is a warm and rich remembrance of accomplishment 
and growth. She was born in 1887 in Cumberland, Wisconsin,and was baptized Mary | 
Evaline Wolff. Her father was a harness-maker, proud of his craft, and she recalls 
delightful days among the treasures of his shop, the full and simple life in southern 
Wisconsin during the 1890's. In 1904 she graduated from high school, a year later 
went to the University of Wisconsin, joining her brother there. After a year she 
transferred to St. Mary's, at first finding the regulations of the French boarding 
school difficult to take but finally acquiescing enough to join their Holy Cross 
novitiate, dismaying her father who was not a Catholic. She recounts her early days 
at St. Mary's as a young teacher, her profession in 1914, the first publication of 
her verse while a Master's student at Notre Dame. By 1925 she had received the 
doctorate from Berkeley, the only sister to have done so up to that time. She started 
a college for women in Salt Lake City and by 1933 was in Europe at Oxford. In 1934 
she returned to St. Mary's and was responsible for the founding of the first School 
of Sacred Theology in the U.S for lay people. Heightened by a vitality and a quietly 
feminine idealism this is a record of a full and significant life. (LC:59-6135)

On the other, it creates from a world which is to begin 
with- for most readers- a strange and curious place, an almost incredible and fantastic 
civilization of nature.

Readers who have followed Barbara Webster, whether in her fiction or her 
contemplative records such as The Color of the Country, have come to know and love her 
particular corner of Chester County, Pennsylvania. And it will be with a certain sense 
of shock that one sees the other side of the picture, as her artist-writer husband, 
Edward Shenton, tells his story of a slow and reluctant acceptance of a way of life he 
resisted at every turn. Some of the incidents- some of the characters, particularly the 
animal characters, have their echoes, and it is fun to follow the clues. Here is a city 
man, bred and born, opposed to everything the acquisition of-a tumble-down house and 
eighty acres involved. Here is direct denial of "When Adam delved and Eve span, Who was 
then the gentleman?" Occasionally barbed, sometimes cynical, but usually good humoredly 
understanding, this is a record of a one year plan that grew to five and ten and then was 
never finished; but of a place that took form and shape and into which even the rebellicus 
Adam put down his roots.

AMERICAN FOREIGN AFFAIRS $4.50 


Subtitled A Guide to International Affairs, this is a compact and tidy manual 
surveying, according to its chapter heads: What Do We Think of One Another, How Nations 
Are Born, All Those Other People, How Foreign Policy is Made. The author recounts briefly 
the differences between peoples, impressions national "types" have of each other - and 
why; Americans abroad; how the present 90-odd nations came into being- whether the process 
is long and arduous, as with Germany, or from political expediency; the elements which go 
into the making of a nation; the purpose and phases of a foreign policy; and the basic 
requisites of a foreign policy. He considers the international policy making set-up in 
the U.S.: the responsibilities of the President, the roles of the State Department, Foreign 
Service, the reformation of the consular service under Elihu Root, functions of ambassadors, 
embassies and the elements within a democratic population which influence foreign policy. = 
By no means a review in depth of the international process nor a criticism of policiés, 
this is simply a useful concentrated aid for the citizen who would be informed. Contains 
extensive appendices.

Cottrell, Leonard Rinehart 
WONDERS OF THE WORLD $4.50 


In this highly readable book the British author of Lost Cities, The Bull 
of Minos and many other volumes first tells of the "seven wonders" of the ancient 
world, then matches them with seven modern counterparts. Of the original seven 
wonders, named and described by a Greek mathematician, Philon of Byzantium, a century 
and a half before Christ, only one survives today, the Great Pyramid; the others, 
the Pharos (lighthouse) at Alexandria, the Hanging Gardens of Babylon, the Colossus 
at Rhodes, the Mausoleum at Helicarnassus, the Temple of Artemis at Ephesis, the 
shrine and statue of Zeus at Olympia, exist only in fragments or the accounts of those 
who saw them; from these scraps of knowledge the author describes them in delightful 
detail, then names his own modern wonders, of which the ancients could have under- 
stood only three: the Empire State Building, the Golden Gate Bridge and the Grand 
Coulee Dam; the other four, beyond ancient comprehension, are the world's first com- 
mercial atomic energy station at Calder Hall, Cumberland, the Eucumbene Tunnel in 
New South Wales, the radio telescope at Jodrell Bank, Cheshire, and the earth satel- 
lites, with perhaps an even greater intangible eighth wonder, modern surgery and its 
miracles. Carefully documented and charmingly written this book, slanted toward an 
American audience, should appeal both to literate amateurs of archeology, science 
and history and to professional students; a volume for public libraries rather than 
rigidly scientific collections, it should also prove an excellent college textbook.

Freeman, Lucy-/£d. World 
TROUBLED WOMEN $5.00 


A selection of some ten case histories, from psychoanalytic media to more 
popular presentations (i.e. Harold Greenwald's The Call Girl which appeared last 
year) these, while essentially clinical studies, have a striking to startling amount 
of human interest to extend them to the interested reader whom Lucy Freeman has been 
contacting for some time. Certainly, this is so of Madame Lefebvre, a respectable 
woman of middle years who killed her pregnant daughter-in-law, an obviously oedipal 
crime; of Helene Deutsch' young, unmarried mother; of Harold Greenwald's pretty 
prostitute, Sandra; of Robert Lindner's Laura (from the Fifty Minute Hour) - a real 
grotesque. To a varying extent, the analytic techniques applied as well as the 
Observations drawn are clearly documented- particularly by Drs. Charles Berg, Otto 
Fenichel, Ruth Mack Brunswick and Bruno Bettelheim, and there is necessarily a great 
deal of psycho-sexual material (the emphasis is certainly Freudian) which may deter 
those only casually concerned with psychoanalysis.

Payne, Robert Macmillan 
THE CANAL BUILDERS $5.00 


This comprehensive book by a prolific author of many books, including 
Gold of Troy, a March 1959 Book-of-the-Month selection, deals with canals and the 
men who built them from the beginnings of history to the present day. Making the 
somewhat glib statement that all civilization (including mathematics and metallurgy) 
began with the first irrigating ditch, the author traces the development of canals 
from irrigation trenches dug by long dead Mesopotamian farmers to today's Suez and 
Panama, telling of lost canals and canals still in use, of the Corinth Canal and 
Roman aqueducts and inland waterways the world over, of the Erie Canal and the 
Manchester Ship Canal. He gives as well brief biographies of their most famous build- 
ers, the best of these being that of Leonardo da Vinci, whose system of locks is 
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still used, and De Lesseps, builder of the Suez Canal, who failed together with thousands 

of investors and workmen, in Panama; surprisingly he pays little attention to Goethals, 

who did build the Panama Canal. Well written but overheavy with detail, this basically a 
interesting book in part defeats its own purpose, drowning its readers in canals, but it 

should prove an excellent source-book and because of its author's name should find a 

place on popular reading lists; some engineers and devotees of history, however, may 

be defeated by its length and lack of selectivity. Illustrated. (LC:59-5635)

Wedgwood, C. V. Macmillan 
THE KING'S WAR $7 50 


This volume by one of Britain's foremost historians follows The King's Peace 
in her projected history of England's Great Rebellion and covers the years of Civil War 
between 1641 and 1647, the conflict between Charles I and Parliament which resulted in 
the rise of Cromwell and the execution of the King; this volume ends with the capture 
of Charles by Cromwell's troops. Actual hostilities between King and Parliament broke 
out in 1642 and endured for five years, a savage and bitter struggle between Cavaliers 
and Roundheads, Catholics and Presbyterians, which devastated Ireland, where it set the 
stage for future "troubles", raged across England and Scotland and washed against the 
shores of France and the Netherlands; in the conflict great men rose and fell, towns and 
cathedrals were destroyed, the land laid waste -- and from the carnage was born modern 
England. Brilliantly written but lacking Rowse's dramatic selectivity or Trevelyan's 
emphasis on everyday incident, the book, crowded with details of men, battles and geo- 
graphy, will hold limited interest for average Americans. A historian's history, for 
scholars rather than amateurs, it belongs in all historical and the larger public libraries.

Duggan, Alfred Coward -McCann 
KING OF PONTUS $3.95 


A biography, rather than a fictional treatment of history used in his other 
books (Three's Company, Winter Quarters, etc.) brings Mithradates Eupator into focus 
and finds him "an absolute monarch who improved with age...(and) lived in honor and 
died in pride". Persian-Greek, he was the implacable enemy of the Romans, gained fame 
for his military prowess although he seldom was on the battlefield until after he was 
in his fifties, and rose from a petty client-king to the Great King who was supreme in 
all of Asia and from Syria to Europe. Among his later adversaries were Sulla, Lucullus 
and Pompeius, and throughout his vigorous resistance to Rome were threats of treachery 
and attempts to seize his throne. Duggan brings this King of Pontus and lesser figures 
out of obscurity, burnishes their lives and their deeds and creates a panorama of the 
first century that is fresh and rewarding. (LC:59-7175)
